Dr. Leroy A. King was nomimiteil 
for School Director by both parties at 
Tuesday 's primaries. Ho received a 
total of j-2s votes to 20.") cast for hi." 
opponent. Air. Hervey C. Keim. 

Mr. Keim is now Treasurer of the 
Board, having lieen appointed to that 
position in the Sprii g. I'pon takintr 
office, members of t he Board have in 
dieuted that Dr. King will be elected 
to the position of Truisnrer to succeed 
Mr. Keim. 

Dr. King, who is A.-sistnnt 1'rofessor 
of Educational Administration at the 
University of Pennsylvania, was one 
ot the leaders in the movement to re 
place two members of the present board 
at the last election. The "insurgents" 
were defeated at that time, and Dr. 
King, who is highly lifted for educa- 
tional work, was chosen as standard 
bearer this time. 

In the County tickets, the St'ites im'ii 
easily carried our local district. In 
the entire county, however, the "Better 
Government " group, headed by Sen- 
ator Stites and Commissioner Hatfield, 
was defeated in all but two offices, 
Poor Director and Sheriff. 

Benjamin P. Slaw, of Cynwyd, the 
Johnson candidate for SherlifT, ran 
ahead of the rest of the "gang" tic- 
ket in Narberth, because of his per- 
sonal popularity in the district. 

James F. Purse was nominated for 
Assessor by the Democrats, and on the 
Republican ballot polled 161 votes as 
against 450 for the present incumbent, 
iCarden Warner. George A. Mnlil came 
■within 48 votes of treating out B. C. 
GriswoM for Council, the three sue- 
■cessfur candidates .being the present 
members, Messrs. Griswold, Redifer and) 
Henderson. 

Despite the interest in County af- 
fairs at this electron, the vote wa-s 
■light, a total of exactly 800 ballots 
being cast. Of these 704 were Repub 
licans and 96 Democrats. 

Throughout the County and in Phil- 
adelphia, the women voters were little 
<in evidence, and their influence against 
gang rule evidently failed in both quar- 
ters. In Xnrbsrth, though, 331 of the 
votes were east by women, a much 
higheT proportion than elsewhere. 

William .T. KXrkpatrick served as 
Judge of Elections, -with Robert A. 
Mueller and Edward S, Ha wis as In- 
spectors, and Charles C. Yocuin and 
Henry A. Smith as clerks. Because of 
the numbers of names it was well into 
'• the morning before the task of count- 
ing the ballots was completed.

The new building code, revising most 
of the regulation.* now in effect, was 
passed at the September meeting of 
Borough Council. It is printed in its 
entirety in this issue, and not only is 
of interest as the ofh'eiial advertisement 
of an ordinance, but is worth careful 
pi'iMiial by every builder and: home 
owner. 

Council plans to issue this and other 
building ordinances at some later date 
in booklet forms. The ni'w ordinance 
was compiled from the best in the 
country, with a special eye to local 
conditions by the President of Coun- 
cil. W. R. D. Hall. A meeting was held 
with a score of builders and architects 
present, in which the code was gone 
over word for word, and changed in 
places by the aid vice of those present. 
Borough Solicitor Stiles has given 
the Committee on Highways and Sew- 
ers little encouragement in the matter 
of financing the new streets petitioned 
by property owners. The matter seems 
to rent with the owners themselves, 
and Council believes that no steps can 
be taken until the financing is guar 
a n teed by the adjacent property own- 
ers who decide the ccsf. 

It will he most unfortunate to have 
another winter and spring go by with 
conditions as they are in many spots, 
but as yet no property owner has con- 
sented to take the lead in the matter 
and push the paving through. The 
Committee has granted a sixty day 
iblanktet extension on the paving of 
sidewalks, curbs and gutters, as it ap- 
pears that the delay 5i the other work 
■will be atlejasj^tiiat bad.. 
A Pleasing Sight 
The metamorphosis of the Xarberth 
public, (lump into a playground plot 
has been going ahead at a rapid rate 
At tine present time the eastern end 
of the lot is level and is being seeded 
with grass. This will supply a tine 
turf by winter, and will in finitely im 
prove the appearance of that part of 
town. 

The work is being done by A. E. 
Wohlert under the dbection of the Re- 
creation Board. At its last meeting 
the Board authorized Mr. Wohlert to 
complete the work on both the eas- 
tern and western ends of the field, 
leaving the center as a dump until 
sufficient more ashes have been placed 
there to raise it to grade. 

Mr. Wohlert is •cutting down the 
high 'bank at the corner of Wynne- 
wood and Windsor .» venues, and will 
soon have that section lowered to the 
level of the reminder of tlie field. It 
is planned to have sufficient of the 
grading and seeding done this fall so 
that the Xarberth Ball Club may lay 
out a diamond there first thing iri the 
spring. The permanent ball park must 
wait until the field is finished and a 
place made for a miming track and 
tennis courts.

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An Ordinance 



Establishing Fire Limits in the Borough 
of Narberth; providing for the Ap- 
pointment <and : compensation and de- 
fining the powers and duties of a 
Building Inspector; providing for the 
making of application for iind the 
issuing of permits and for the inspec- 
tion of plans and specifications and 
of buildings toy the Building Inspect- 
or; regulating the erection, con- 
struction, raising, enlarging, altera- 
tion, remodeling, moving mid tearing 
down of buildings in the Borough of 
Naitoerth; defining the kind and 
quality of materials permissible for 
use and establishing standards there- 
for; fixing tihe fees for the issuing of 
permits; and providing penalties. 
CHAPTER I. 
ADMINISTRATION. 
Article I. 
General Provisions. 
Be it ordained toy the .Council of the 
Borough of Narberth, and it is hereby 
ordained toy authority of the same, that 
This ordinance shall toe known and 
may be cited as "The Oenernl Build- 
ing Code of the Borough of Narberth." 
This ordinance shall take effect on the 
first day of October, one thousand, nine 
hundred and twenty-three. 

The provisions of this ordinance so 
far as they are the same ns those of ex- 
isting ordinances are intended sis » con- 
tinuation of such ordinances and not ns 
new enactments. The repeal by this 
ordinance of any ordinance of the Bor- 
ough of Narberth or part thereof shn-11 
not revive any ordinance or part there- 
of heretofore repealed or superseded. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall 
be several, and if any of the provisions 
shall be held to toe invalid, such de- 
cision shall not affect the validity of 
any of the remaining provisions of this 
ordinance. 

Article II. 
Tire Limits. 
The following shall and are hereby 
declared to be the fire limits of the Bor- 
ough of Namberth: beginning at the in- 
tersection of Narberth Avenue with the 
northern property line of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, thence in a 
westerly direction along said property 
line to a point at tlie intersection with 
the center lane of Dudley Avenue, 
thence in a northerly direction along 
said center line to its intersection with 
the center 'line of.. Windsor Avenue, 
thence in an easterly direction along 
said center line to its intersection with 
the center line of Narberth Avenue, 
thence in a southerly direction along 
said center line to the point of toegin- 
iiiii'gi Every building 'hereafter erected 
1 or, "enlarged" within the fire limits shall 
■■he enclosed' On all sides with walls con- 
structed wholly of stone, brick, hollow 
■building' tile, concrete, or other' equiv- 
alent incomlKuetible materials; and shall 
have the roof, top, and sides of all roof 
structures, including dormer windows, 
covered with incombustible material. 
-All cornices shall toe of incombustible 
material. No frame 'building shall be 
removed from without to within the 
fire limits. It shall be 'lawful to erect, 
for -temporary use, one-story frame 
buildings for use of builders during 
construction. Any existing frame build- 
ing within the fire limits which may 
hereafter be damaged by Tire, decay or 
otherwise, to an amount greater than 
"twenty-five percentum (259fc) of its 
present size; exclusive of the founda- 
' tion, shall not toe replaced or rebuilt 
but .shall toe removed. 

To every dwelliug inside the fire 
limits' hereafter erected or altered, 
there shall toe appurtenant a. space open 
. from ground to sky unobstructed by 
any construction, of at least the fol- 
lowing .area: Private dwellings, either 
seven hundred' and fifty (.750) square 
feet or forty, percentum (40%) of the 
lot; two-family dwelling either fifteen 
hundred (1500) square feetj or. forty 
percentum. (40%) of the lot; multiple 
dwelling, either seven hundred and fifty 
(750) square feet for each apartment 
or suite, of rooms, or fifty percentum 
(50.<%). of the lot: Provided, That in 
■''.- estimating the number of apartments 
for (he; purpose Of this section six (6) 
laving rooms shall toe deemed' to con' 
. stitute an apartment, irrespective of 
, . their- arrangement, and Provided, f.urth- 
- er, that where there are stores on the 
first, story,, said, open space may start 
at the, top of; said first story when there 
is a cilear and unobstructed passage- 
way of . :»ufflci«nt • width and height to 
..permit "access to the rear of the build- 
ing in case of fire. 

Article III,;" 
Building Inspector. 
On the first Monday, in January in 
.. ev^n riuintoered . yeans the Council of 
the Borough of Narberth shall appoint, 
by a majority vote of the members 
, present, one (1) person, properly quali- 
fied, to serve as a Budding Inspector 
.-who- shall- receive such, compensation 
-.. ' ai» -is -hereinafter provided, and who 
>' shall hold office for two. (2) years or 
-' ijntil' 'his Suceessbr shall ' be duly ap- 
pointedti Provided, however, that the 
■ Council of the Borough of Narberth. 
,.'■' shall have; the • power to suspend, re-

not furnish evidence satisfactory to 
Council that he is well versed in the 
ordinary knowledge of building trades 
and customs and that he has had prac- 
tical experience. 

The duties of the Building Inspector 
shall be to examine all plans and speci- 
fications of proposed constructions, re- 
constructions, removals and alterations 
of buildings of any and all kinds when 
they are filed with him ns hereinafter 
provided; to approve them if they con- 
form to the requirements of existing 
ordinances and to issue permits for such 
constructions, reconstructions, remov- 
als, and alterations; to disapprove such 
plans and specifications as do not con- 
form and to refuse permits until such 
plans and specifications are modified, 
changed or altered to conform to the 
requirements of existing ordinances; to 
secure compliance with the terms of 
this ordinance; and to prosecute any 
and oil infractions thereof. 

When the Building Inspector shall 
have refused to issue a permit in ac- 
cordance with the provisions herein- 
after set forth, he shall make a written 
record, in duplicate, of his reasons for 
such refusal. One ( 1 ) copy of said 
written record to he returned to the 
applicant attached to the plans and 
specificatioiits so rejected and one (I) 
copy thereof to be filled witli the Bor- 
ough Secretary- 

In ii'll cases where in this or other 
ordinances the joint approval of the 
Building Inspector and the Chief of the 
Fire Department is required to plans 
and specifications, the Building In- 
spector shall first pass thereon and 
shall then submit the plans and specifi- 
cations to the Chief of the Pirc De- 
partment, but shall issue no permit 
until the approval of said Chief has 
been secured. 

The Building Inspector shall make 
frequent inspections of nil construction, 
reconstruction, removal, and alteration 
work in process and shall satisfy 'him- 
self that the terms of this ordinance are 
being complied with. On nil construc- 
tion work said' inspections shall be 
mode during the progress and before 
the completion of each and every form 
of construction contained therein and 
before such construction is covered or 
obscured by additional construction. On 
o'll new construction of buildings one 
(1) story or more in height, the Build- 
ing Inspector shall make not less than 
three (3) inspections during the prog- 
ress of the work. 

The Building Inspector shall have 
the power and authority to order the 
immediate suspension of work on any 
and all construction, reconstruction, re- 
moval, and alteration when he is satis- 
fied that the terms of this ordinance or 
other existing ordinances are being vio- 
lated or evaded, and in such cases he 
may suspend' the permit therefor. 

Article IV. 
Plans and Specifications. 




Every person, co-partnership, corpor- 
ation, or association desiring to erect, 
construct, build, alter, remodel, enlarge, 
move, or tear down any dwelling bouse, 
shop, store, warehouse, stable, garage, 
carriage house, .greenhouse, flat, two- 
family dwelling, apartment house, or 
any kind Of building within the cor- 
porate limits of the Borough of Nar- 
berth, shall file with the Building In- 
spector detailed plans and specifica- 
tions, in duplicate, of the work pro- 
posed to be done, together with a sign- 
ed application, on blanks furnished and 
provided by the Borough, for n permit 
therefor; said application to state that 
said applicant agrees to perform the 
work therein described in accordance 
with established engineering practices, 
with goodi -workmanship, and in full 
accordance with the terms and require- 
ments of the ordinances of tlio Bor- 
ough. Said application is to be accom- 
panied by a, fee in the amount herein- 
after set forth and established. 

Within fifteen (15) calendar days 
from the receipt of an application for 
a permit as hereinbefore provided; the 
Building Inspector shall 'take action 
upon .the seme either 'by approving or 
rejecting it or by requiring changes 
or modifications to. be made in the 
plans and specifications submitted to 
him. Be shall plainly and legibly mark 
oii both sets of plains and specifications 
submitted bo. him the Word' ' * approved ' ' 
or " rejected" (as the case may be), 
together with the date of the day and 
year and shall, affix his signature there- 
to.' '■ 

Appeals from the decisions of the 
Building Inspector inust.be taken with- 
in .fifteen (15). calendar days of the 
action of ithe Inspector. They shall 
be submitted in detail in writing to 
the Ohief Burgess, who shall forthwith 
inform the Borough Council of such 
appeal and the reasons therefor. The 
' Borough Council thereupon shall hold 
a public hearing on such appeal and 
shall,, after ascertainment of the facts, 
pither approve or disapprove the de- 
cision of the Building InspectOT. 

. -Article V. 

Permit. 

On approval by the. Building Inspect- 
or 'of plans and specifications and. of 
the application for n permit filed with 
him as hereinbefore provided, he shall 
issue a permit for the proposed con- 
struction; 'reconstruction, alteration, '■ re- 
modeling, removal,, or.-, tearing down. 
Such permit shall be. valid only when

Whenever the Building Inspector 
shall issue a permit as herein provided 
he shall certify the same in writing to 
the Borough Secretary and to the As- 
sessor. He shall retain in his files the 
original copy of all applications made 
to him and the duplicate copy of 
oil plans and specifications accom- 
panying said applications. He shall 
keep a written record of all applica- 
tions, plans, and specifications submit- 
ted to, 111™ and of all permits granted 
by him and of all orders, rejections, or 
stipulations made by him and of all 
inspections mode toy him, which record 
shall at all times toe available for the 
use and information of the Chief 
Burgess and of Borough Council. 
Article VI. 
Pees. 
AM fees herein provided and fixed 
shall be paid to the Building Inspector 
and shall toy him be paid to the Bor- 
ough Treasurer for the use of the Bor- 
ough. 

The fee for a permit to construct, 
build, or erect a new building shall be 
five dollars ($3.00) for each ami every 
building containing n total floor area 
not exceeding fifteen hundred (1500) 
square feet and a sum of one dollar 
($1.00) for each additional five hundred 
(500) square feet or fractional part 
thereof: Provided, that no permit shall 
be issued for such new building at a 
cost less than five dol'luis ($5.00) or 
more than quo hundred ami fifty dol- 
lars ($150.00). 

The fee for a parmit for building an 
addition to an existing building shall 
be the same as hereinbefore provided 
for new buildings. 

The fee for n permit to alter, re- 
model, move, remove, tear down, or 
raise, or to install a new heating sys- 
tem, in any old -building shall be one 
dollar ($1.00) for each one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) or fractional pint 
thereof of the estimated costs of such 
work: Provided, That the Building In- 
spector may require an authorized cer- 
tification of such estimated costs from 
the contractor in cases where he deems 
said estimate too .low, and; Provided, 
further, that no such permit shall be 
issued for a sum less than three dollars 
($3.00). 

In determining the floor area in 
buildings, as referred to in this ordi- 
nance, the outside measurements of the 
building shall be taken. 

Article VII. 
Building Inspector's Fees. 
The Building Inspector .shall toe pail 
monthly, by warrant drawn on the Bor- 
ough Treasurer, as his salary five dol- 
lars ($5.00) for each permit issued by 
hiin for new buildings and for additions 
to existing buildings; three dollars 
($3.00) for each permit issued for Al- 
terations or ' otheT work; one dollar 
($1.00) for each inspection made by 
him of new buildings in process of con- 
struction, and fifty cents ($ .50) for 
each inspection made by him of build- 
ings 'being reconstructed, altered, re- 
moved, torn down, or moved: Provided, 
however, that not more than five (5) 
inspections of any one (1) building 
shall be paid for as herein set forth. 

The amount due the Building Inspect- 
or each month shall be -certified' by the 
Borough Council on inspection and ex- 
amination of the written record kept 
for their use toy the Building Inspector. 
CHAPTER II. 
CONSTBTJCTION. 

Article I. 
Limits of Height. 
Xo building hereafter erected within 
the corporate limits of the Borough of 
Narberth, having walls of hollow build- 
ing tile or hollow concrete blocks, "hall 
exceed three (3) stories, or forty (40) 
feet in height, and no building here- 
after erected or altered shall exceed 
three stories in height, -unless it be of 
first-class construction throughout, When 
it" shall not exceed ten (10) stories, or 
one hundred and twenty-five (125) feet 
in height. All buildings of first-class 
construction shall be in accordance with 
the Pennsylvania Act of Assembly gov- 
erning the same. 

Article II. 
Materials. 
AH building materials used shall be 
of good quality acceptable to the Build- 
ing Inspector, and no.. building.' material 
in its natural state of any kind shall 
toe used which does not meet the re- 
quirements of tlie American Society for 
Testing Materials. 

Article III. • 
Excavations. 
All curbs, gutters, and sidewalks on 
puibHc highways over which it is in- 
tended to haul material removed in 
excavations or received for use in con- 
struction roust toe adequately protected 
from damage by wooden planks or other 
material satisfactory to .the Building 
Inspector. 

No (rock blasting in excavations shall 
be permitted unless a special permit is 
procured. 

Article IV. 

Foundations. 

All foundation walls shall be built 
on solid 'bottom and at least three (3) 
feet below- the surface of the ground 
as a protection against frost. If en- 
closing cellars or excavations, founda- 
tion walls shall start at least six (6) 
inches below such cellar floor and shall 
extend! io the bottom of tjh> first floor 
joists. '.iWh.o' inside.', of all- foundation 
■wi^ :; sJi*it-.to'. : eA^e'fi:\]bp.; i th«i'. top of the 
flnrt; :ftoDr:';30dJrt*; . > ^IVfoiw'd^pn; Walls 
'^haH have ,^i^ble. provision at the: bdt- 
tbm- ':to ; '.'fce<9p' : ''tfcad' : distribution within 
ca^rylna-'oevpacH^ PJK'tWs s<*il and; in all 
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cases where the bottom is not sufficient- 
ly solid to bear the weight of the con- 
struction with its super-imposed load, 
as determined by tests made upon the 
soil, the foundations shall be built on 
reinforced concrete footings of not less 
than eight (8) inches in thickness and 
extending at least six (6) inches wider 
than the foundation walls they sup- 
port. 

Foundation walls shall be of brick, 
concrete, concrete block or stone. They 
shall be at least twelve (12) inches 
thick. When built of rubble stone, 
foundation walls shall be not less than 
sixteen (Hi) inches thick. 

Cross ventilation shall be provided 

for the space inclosed by foundation 

walls, whether it be excavated or not. 

Article V. 

Wails. 
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All buildings of whatsoever character 
hereafter constructed within the cor- 
porate limits of the Borough of Nar- 
berth shall be of stone, brick, concrete, 
reinforced concrete, concrete blocks, 
hollow tile, or other non-inflammable 
material for the entire first floor there- 
of; that is, to the top line of the sec- 
ond floor joists: Provided, however, 
that in the district outside of the fire 
limit us hereinbefore established and 
defined, it shall be permissible to con- 
struct side bay windows of wood con- 
struction where there is at least fifteen 
( 15) feet of unobstructed space between 
building and property line. Said bay 
windows shall not exceed twelve (12) 
feet in width nor project more than 
four and one-half (4%) feet. Such 
frame bay windows must toe erected im- 
mediately .between and abutting on 
either side of the wall. They must be 
covered with incombustible material on 
the exterior mid must- be erected on 
foundations of stone-, brick, concrete, 
reinforced* concrete, concrete block or 
other non-inflammable material. 

The requirements for exterior wall 
construction shall toe as follows: 

Solid .brick or suw;ed stone walls shall 
have a minimum thickness of eight (S) 
inches for a height not exceeding thir- 
ty (30) feet. When gable construction 
is used an additional five (5) feet 13 
permissible to tlie peak of the gable. 
In eight (8) inch walls at least every 
sixth course shoill he a header course 
or there shall be at least one (1) full 
header in every seventy- two (72) 
square inches of wall surface. All 
walls shall toe securely bonded or an- 
chored at points where they intersect. 
Hollow building tile, hollow concrete 
hlock, or hallow walls of brick shall be 
eight (8) inches thick for the upper- 
most twenty (20) feet and shall be 
limited to thirty (30) feet in height: 
Provided, That where gable construc- 
tion is used an additional five (5) feet 
is permissible to the peak of the gable. 
AH tile and block walls shall toe bonded 
in every course by breaking joints ut 
least three (3) inches. Where a three 
(3) inch facing of stone ashlar or terra 
cotta or a facing of brick is used, the 
thickness of the hollow wall backing 
may be two (2.) inches less than that 
required for exterior walls, provided 
the facing is well bonded to the wall. 
The term "hollow concrete block," as 
used in this section and hereafter in 
this ordinance, shall be construed as 
including all types of hollow concrete 
units, including those designed by use 
in combination to bring about interior 
spaces in walls. The term '* hollow 
walls of brick," as used' in this section 
and hereafter in this ordinance, shall 
•he construed as including only those 
walls of the all-rolock types built with 
:i solid 'TOW of headers immediately be- 
low and above the ends of joints.. AH 
walls constructed of hollow building 
tile or hollow concrete blocks and all 
hollow walls of brick on which beams, 
joists or concentrated loads rest shall 
be provided with bearing plates or 
courses of solid tile, brick or concrete 
and such bearing plates, when of tile 
or concrete, shall be of form adapted 
to the service required. 

Stone walls not exceeding thirty (30) 
feet in height shall have a minimum 
thickness of sixteen ,(' 6 ) inches, but 
where the height is in excess of thirty 
(30) feet the minimum thickness shall 
be sixteen (10) inches for the upper- 
most twenty (20) feet and eighteen 
(18) inches for the space thereunder. 

Monolithic concrete walls containing 
not more than two-tenths (2-/10) ,of one 
per cent. (1%) of reinforcement shall 
be clnsefrd as plain concrete and shall 
be at least six' (6) inches thick and 
shall be limited in height to thirty (30) 
feet: Provided, That where gable con- 
struction is used, an additional five (5) 
feet is permissible to the peak of the 
gable. 

The unsupported height of isolated 
brick or plain concrete .piers shall not 
exceed ten (10) times their least diam- 
eter. The unsupported 'height of stone 
masonry piers shall not exceed six times 
their least diameter. Hollow building 
tile, or hollow concrete block shall not 
be used as supports for girder's or walls 
in cellars or .basements unless soKd'y 
filled witli concrete and supported by 
stone or concrete footings with not less 
than inch projections. When • thus used 
their unsupported height shall not ex- 
ceed ten (10)- time* their least diam- 
eter. 

Chases shall not be permitted in eight 
(8) inch walls of brick, hollow building 
tile; hollow concrete block, hollow .walls 
of brick, cOnfcrete, or reinforced con» 
crete. - . .;' '■!■'■■•■ 

Openings for doors and windows shall 
have weUHbnttressed arches, or lintels 
of maeohryj -fiain" or reinforced,, or of 
metsi whloh sbiBll' have bearing 'at each 
eha'pf not less, the* four (4) inches 6u 
the Wall - On-^'e inside of openings 
less ;thsin four V($'> feet. 'wide,- in -Which 
the i thtokness ;ot :, nhtela or arches -I* 
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less- than the thickness of the wall sup- 
ported, timber which will rest at each 
end not more than two (2) inches on 
the wall and be chamfered or cut to 
serve as centers for arches may toe per- 
mitted. 



Article VI. 

Quality of Materials. 

All materials used in the construc- 
tion of foundations, exterior walls, 
party walls, fire walls, chimneys and 
partitions as specified in this ordinance 
shall conform to the following require- 
ments: 

Clay brick must be sound, hard burn- 
ed and of a good merchantable quality. 
No soft or salmon brick shall be used 
in exterior four (4) inches of any build- 
ing wail nor in the construction of any 
chimney. Hard or face brick must de- 
velop an average compressive strength 
when, tested on five (5) test samples of 
not less than two thousand (2000) 
pounds per square inch and standard 
common brick shall develop an nverage 
compressive strength of not less than 
fifteen hundred (1500) pounds per 
square inch. AH clay bricks shall be 
tested flatwise and half brick tests shall 
be permissible. The absorption (limit 
on five (5) test samples shall not ex- 
ceed an average of fifteen per cent. 
(15%) toy weight when dried to con- 
stant weight at a temperature between 
two hundred and twelve degrees (212 1 ) 
and two hundred, and twenty-five de- 
grees (225°) Fahrenheit and immersed 
in clean water for a period of forty- 
eight (48) hours. 

Hollow building tile shall be sound, 
hard burned and of a good merchant- 
able quality. Each make or brand of 
hollow building tile must be marked or 
branded and a reeord of all such marks 
or brands, together with such test re- 
ports as nuiy be required by the Build- 
ing Inspector »lmll be kept on record 
by him and soich records shall at all 
times be available for the use and in- 
formation of the Chief Burgess and of 
Council. The average ultimate com- 
pressive strength of hollow building tile 
(five (5) test samples) which are de- 
signed to be laid with the cells vertical 
and tested with the cells in that posi- 
tion shall be not less than twelve huu- 
dred (1200) pounds per square inch of 
the gross cross-sectional area of the 
tile. The average ultimate compressive, 
strength of hollow 'building tile (five 
(5) test samples) which are designed 
to be laid with the cells horizontal and 
tested with the cells in that position 
shall be not less than seven hundred 
(700) pounds per square inch of the 
gross cross-sectional area of the tile. 
The absorption of five (5) test samples 
shall not exceed ten per cent. (10%) 
of the initial dTy weight of the sam- 
ples When dried to constant weight at : 
a temperature between two hundred 
and twelve degrees (212°) and two hun- 
dred and twenty-five degrees (225° i 
Fahrenheit and immersed iii clean water 
for a period of forty-eight (48) hours. 
Concrete block, whether precast or 
not, Shall not be used unless and until 
they have been approved by the Build- 
ing Inspector, who shall make record 
that they meet the following require- 
ments: Each block shall bear a perma- 
nent brand or mark identifying the 
manufacturer or maker of the tolock 
and « record of all such marks or 
brands approved by him, with the date 
of said approval, shall be kept by the 
Building Inspector and shall be avail- 
able at all times for the use and in- 
formation of the Chief Burgess and of 
Council. The idtimate compressive 
strength of hollow and two-piece units 
at not less than twenty-eight (28) 
days nor more than sixty (00) days ' 
shall -average seven hundred (700) 
pounds per square inch of the gross 
cross-sectional area of the unit as used 
in the wall and shall not fall below- six 
hundred and fifty (650) ppunds per 
square inch in any one (1) teat. The 
gross cross-sectional area of hollow 
building units shall be considered the 
product of the length toy the width of 
the unit. The gross cross-sectional area 
of a two-piece concrete building -unit 
shall toe considered one-half ( % ) the 
product of the length of the unit by 
the width of 'the wall for which the 
units are intended. The ultimate com- 
pressive istrength of solid concrete 
(building units, at not less than twenty- 
eight (28) days nor more than sixty 
(60) days, shall average not less than 
two thousand (2000) pounds per square 
inch of the cross-sectional area Of the 
unit tested as used in the wall. The 
average amount of water absotrbed in 
forty-eight (48) hours by three (3) 
units at least twenty-eight (28) days 
old shall not exceed ten per cent. (10%)' 
of the weight of the dry units. 

Concrete mixtures which develop an 
average crushing strength greater than 
two thousand (2000) .pounds per square 
inch twenty-eight (28) days after mix- 
ing may be allowed a -proportional in- 
crease in unit working stresses in the 
concrete and in the bond between con- 
crete and steel. 

All cements and limes shall conform 
to the requirements for such materials 
issued toy the American Society for 
Testing Materials. Cement mortar shall 
be used in laying up all foundation 
masonry and shall be in the propor- 
tion of one part of Portland cement to 
not -more than <three parts of sand, by 
volume. Hydrated lints or lime putty 
may be. added" not to exceed .10% by 
volume . o-f the Portland cement usedi 
Cement lime mortar shall be of the" 
foHpwing proportions by volume: ■ One 
part of Portland cement, one part of 
Iimo, six parts of sand. .-'Lime . mortar 
shall toa mixed in the proportion wf one 
p^rjyoi lira* .to- noji.ihpre .thein three, 
of sandv "■ ••, 

Structural steel and cast irop shall 
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be in conformity with, the Jtanufectur- 
ers' Standard Specifications. 
Article VH. 
Tests. 

The Building Inspector shall have the 
power and authority to require tests to 
'be made, from samples selected 'by him 
or at his direction from materials de- 
livered on the jo>b, of any building 
material designed to be used in con- 
struction, repair, reconstruction, or al- 
teration of any building within the cor- 
porate limits of the Borough. When- 
ever the material thus ordered to be 
tested) is a manufactured or fabricated 
material, said tests shall be made at 
t)he expense of the mnufneturcr or fab- 
ricator at a laboratory of recognized 
standing. The product of any manu- 
facturer or fabricator which has 'been 
thus tested within the next preceding 
six (ti) months may be accepted for 
use by the Building Inspector without 
■being tested on presentation to him of 
proper certification, under oath, of such 
test having been made within the time 
hereinbefore specified, but tests may 
be required at any time when in the 
opinion of the Building Inspector the 
product does not meet with the require- 
ments of this ordinance. Tests on ma- 
terials other than those manufactured 
or fabricated, when required by tho 
Building Inspector, shall be made at 
the expense of the contractor, builder, 
or owner, as the ease may be, at a 
laboratory of recognized standing. 

Manufactured or fabricated products 
designed for use in building construc- 
tion which are not specifically describ- 
ed in this ordinance shall be submitted 
to the Building Inspector for approval 
and shall toe accompanied by sworn cer- 
tifications of audi laboratory tests as 
may have been made thereon. If upon 
due and iproiper examination thereof the 
Building Inspector shall deem such pro- 
duct proper for use lie shall forthwith 
certify the same to the Chief Burgeaa, 
who shall thereupon, if he approves the 
recommendation of the Building In- 
spector, notify Council of his approval 
and the reasons therefor, whereupon th.> 
Council shall decide whether or not 
such product or products sihall be per- 
missible for use in construction within 
the corporate limits of the Borough. 

Article VIII. 
Beams, Joists, Girders, and Rafters. 
All joists shall be sound and well 
seasoned and shall be of the dimensions 
os given- in the following schedule: 
Scale for Joists — First. Floor.

14 ft. span and under. . .2x10 or 3x8 
18 ft. span and under. . .3x10

Floor joists shall be placed not more 
than sixteen (10) inches from center to 
center, and must toe bridged at inter- 
vals not exceeding eight (8) feet and 
in no -ease shall obey be spliced. They 
shall have a -bearing of at least three 
(.3) inches on a brick, or concrete wall 
or six (C) inches on a stone wall and 
be provided with a fire cut) All wood 
studding to toe placed not more than 
sixteen (1C) inches from center to cen- 
ter and no studding to toe less than two 
(2) toy three (3) inches. Where etud 
partitions carry joists or other Weights 
they are to be not less than two (2) 
by four (4) inches. Where stud par- 
titions are parallel with the joists, the 
joists supporting them are to bo 
doubled 1 in all. cases. Ail joists or other 
timbers in the party walls of any build- 
ing shall Ibe separated from the joists 
or timbers entering into the Opposite 
wide of the party wall toy at least two 
(2) inches of solid mason work. 

Girders shall toe anchored to the walls 
and fastened. to each other in a Suitable 
manner with steel strops. , 

When inclosing walk above the first 
floor of any 'building are of wood, each 
joist, 'beam, and girder entering the 
same shall be securely spiked or an- 
chored dn the wall construction. Where 
joists rest upon ledger or ribbon boards 
they shall too securely spiked' to the 
studs. 

Rafters shall toe vertically supported 
near the ridge when the slope is less 
than six (ti) inches per foot and All 
rafters shall (be thus supported unless 
their ' feet are thoroughly tied at the 
plate. 

Article IX. 
Party and Division Walls and Parti- 
tions. 
All .party waits shall toe of brick, 
stone, concrete, reinforced concrete, or 
solid concrete block. The minimum 
thickness of sqlid brick,- stone, concrete 
or reinforced' concrete party or divi- 
sion waflls shall toe as required in Sec- 
tion 33, Article 5, "Chapter 2 of this 
ordinance. The minimum thickness of 
division wails of hollow building tile, 
hollow concrete block or hollow walls 
of brick, also, shall, be as required in 
Section 33, Article 5, .Chapter 2 of this 
ordinance. All party walls shell extend 
'the entire 'length of the building in 
which -they are erected and all party 
and division walls shall .toe 'carried' up 
and; topped out \'at/ least ten inches 
aibove the roof of the building, and all 
-of the surface of said wall extending 
aibove the roof inust toe covered with a

titions not 'resting upon girders, or of 
which the studs do not rest on partition 
plates toelow, shall have sole plates of 
dimensions not less than the studs. 
Partitions unsupported toy walls shall 
be supported on girders or double joists, 
or on sole plates if placed at an angle 
to the joists. 

Non-bearing partitions of wood shall 
be provided with at least one (1) plate 
two (2) inches thick, on- top and bot- 
tom of the sarnie width as the stud. 

Article X. 
Roof Coverings, Gutters, and Leaders. 

Every (building 'hereafter erected 
within the fire limits of the Borough 
shall have a fire-resistive roof cover- 
ing, and no existing wooden sliinguc 
roof within said limits, if damaged more 
than twenty-live percentum (25%) shall 
be 'renewed or repaired with other than 
a lire-resistive roof covering. All build- 
ings in the Borough shall toe kept pro- 
vided with proper metallic gutters and 
loaders for conducting water from the 
roof to the ground, or storm sewer, in 
such manner as will protect the wall 
and foundations from damage and shall 
not menace the health or Comfort jf 
the putolie. 

Article XI. 
Chimneys. 

All chimneys shall toe built, of hard 
brick, stone,, hollow tile, concrete 
block, or concrete, and, unless other- 
wise approved toy Council, lined with 
lire day flue lining, ami walls of Chim- 
ney surrounding flue lining shall be at 
least 'four (4) inches thick, tout this 
shall not preclude the use of a metal 
smokestack when located inside of a 
vent shaft having walls not less than 
eight (8) inches thick, and having tin 
air space 'between the walls and stack 
on all sides. Hollow building tile or 
hollow concrete block shall not be used 
for the walls of isolated or independent 
chimneys, but may toe used for ehim- 
neys touilt in connection with exterior 
hollow tile or hollow concrete block 
walls of buildings not exceeding three 

(3) stories in height, in which case the 
chimney walls shall not be less than 
eight (8) inches thick. The outer eight 
(8) inches of u building wall may serve 
as the outside wall of the chimney, tout 
the remaining chimney walls shall be 
constructed of two (2) layers of four 

(4) inch tile or one (1) layer of eight 
(8) inch Mock set with 'broken joints; 
or they may lie built of four (4) inches 
of Solid toriek work. In either case the 
walls of the chimney shall toe securely 
bonded into the wall of the touilding. 
No chimney shall be corbeled from a 
hollow tile or hollow concrete block 
wall. All .chimneys built of hollow 
touilding tile or hollow concrete block 
shall have fire clay flue lining. The 
joints of the fire clay flue lining shall 
toe set evenly, and be (irmly bedded and 
bonded in mortal- Xo smoke flues shall 
toe less than- eight (8) inches toy eight 
(8) inches and shall not toe cut off be- 
low, tout shall be supported wholly oy 
stone, brick, concrete, or iron built up 
on solid foundations from the .bottom 
of the cellar, and all smoke pipe con- 
nections to chimney flue shall be pro- 
tected toy a lire clay thimble. All 
chimneys shall .be topped and at least 
fouT (4) feet aibove the roof, if flat, 
and two (2) feet aibove the ridge, if a 
pitched roof, unless such chimney may 
toe lower, providing that the top of 
such chimney toe no ©loser than ten (10) 
feet to the nearest portion of the roof. 
Where smoke flues occur on party 
walls, the full thickness of the party 
wall must separate the flue from the 
adjoining property. No wood work of 
any character shall come closer than 
two (2) inches of the outside wall of 
any brick, hollow tile, hollow concrete 
block or concrete chimney, and in the 
case of a sf One chimney it shall' not 
come closer than ten (10) inches of 
the flue lining. 

Article XII. 
Furnace and Smoke Pipes. 

In all cases where hot water, Bteain, 
hot adr, or other furnaces are used, the 
furnace smoke pipe and tops of said 
furnaces shall toe at least two (2) feet 
below the joists or ceiling above the 
same, unless said joists oi ceiling shall 
be properly protected toy a shield of 
metal plate suspended aibove the said 
pipe and tops of said furnaces with at 
least three (3) inches of space for the 
free circulation of air aibove and be- 
low the said shield, in which case the. 
smoke pipes and 'tops of said furnaces 
shall toe kept at least ten (10) inches 
from the aforesaid joists or ceiling. 

Article Xtll. 
Flues. 
No tin or metal flue,, pipe or register 
toox of a single thickneBs of metal, used 
and intended' to convey heated. air in 
any building hereinafter to toe built, 
or altered, shall be allowed, unless the 
same 'be .built in a 'wall of brick or 
stone. . In all other cases' the said flue, 
pipe or register box shall toe made 
double, that is: two flues or pipes, one 
inside tine other, at least one-half (%) 
inch apart at every joint, or. covered 
with wire lathing, and the studding cov- 
ered' with tin or /'other- fire-proof -ma- 
terial, so as to be- thoroughly fireproof, 
and' in no case shall such flue or pipe 
come closer to the covered studding 
or; wire lathed wall,: than one-half (%) 
inch. Said pipe or flue .to ibe held, in 
place, toy strips of metal securely fast- 
ened to same, which said stri-ns or 
metal aW to. toe fastened to the above' 
mentioned, fire-proofed, studding. ;■-,'• No

Article XIV. 
Fireplaces. 

All open hearth ^grates ' or fireplaces 
shall .be touilt of stone, toriek, or con- 
crete material and ..shall not rest upon 
or toe supported toy any material of com- 
bustible nature. The jambs shall be of 
at least nine (!>) inches width and the 
toack at least nine (0) inches thick. No 
range (other tlian a gas or electric 
range) shall toe set against any wall 
or partition or within nine (9) inches 
thereof, unions such wall or partition 
be of brick, stone or concrete or pro- 
tected with slate not less than one (1) 
inch thick, and four (4) feet high and 
of the full width anil depth of such 
range, and shall be set upon a base of 
brick, stone, concrete or slate, showing 
hearth of ten (10) inches. Where 
open oil, gas, or electric stoves are used 
there shall .be a fire- resistive material 
between the said stove and the nea.re.Ht 
wall. AH ash pits under open hearths, 
grates or fireplaces shall toe sealed in 
front and provided with a door of iron 
or slate for the removal of ashes. 
Article XV. 
Electrical Installation. 

All electrical installations shall be in 
accordance with the National Electri- 
cal -Code anil as modified toy the Penn- 
63'lvania Stat e Code, anil uo installation 
of electrical equipment shall toe made 
except in conformity thereto and- no 
current shall toe furnished until all 
work has Ibeen inspected and approved 
toy the local Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers and a pruper certificate issued Sy 
the aforesaid Board. 

Article XVI. 
Fire Stops. 
At each floor level in all buildings 
hereafter erected all stud walls, parti- 
tions, furrings, and spaces between 
joists where they rest on division walls 
or partitions shall be fire-stopped with 
incombustible material in a manner to 
cut off completely communication by 
fire through .concealed spaces. Such 
fire stopping shall extend the full 
depth of the joists, anil at least four 
(4). inches above each floor level. Stair 
carriages shall be lire-stoipped at least 
once in the middle .portion of each run. 
Where e stair run is not all in one 
room or where a closet is located di- 
rectly beneath the stairs, the stair car- 
riage shall have an intermediate fire- 
stop so located as to eut off communica- 
tion between portions of the stairs in 
said different rooms or .between said 
closet anil the room in which it is 
placed. If u flight of stains is so ar- 
ranged as to toe the only construction 
separating two (2) stories at the place 
wherein they are located, the ■■underside 
of said stairs shall toe covered' with, 
metal lath or one-half (%) inch plaster 
board and plastered, to a total thick- 
ness of three-fourths (%) of an inch. 
Article XVII. 
Miscellaneous Requirements. 

In all buildings where wood construc- 
tion is used aibove the first floor the 
wood studding shall not be less than 
two (2) toy four (4) inches for interior 
walls and 3x4 inches- for exterior walls 
and shall toe spaced not to exceed six- 
teen (16) inches on centers. Sheathing 
hoards shall 1 be not Jess than threfl- 
quarters (%) of an inch actual thick- 
ness anil shall be laid tight and prop- 
erly nailed to each stud with not less 
than two (2) eight^penhy nails. Where 
sheathing is- . omitted or is not laid 
diagonally, all corners Shall toe diago- 
nally toraced and .such other measures 
taken to secure rigidity as may lie 
deemed necessary- toy the Building In- 
spector in ■conformity with established 
practices. Wood- sheathing may be 
omitted when other -types of construc- 
tion are used that are proven of ade- 
quate strength and stability toy tests 
conducted toy recognized authorities to 
the satisfaction of the Building In- 
spector. Ledger or ribbon .boards used 
to support joists shall ibe not less than 
one (1) toy four (4) inches and shall 
be cut into the studs and securely 
nailed with not less than two (2) ten- 
penny nails, 

Masonry veneer applied to frame 
walls of touildings above the first story 
thereof shall rest directly upon the 
.walls Of the first story and shall not bo 
less than three and three-quarters (3%) 
inches in thickness. Flashing shall be 
installed where necessary . to prevent 
moisture from .penetrating behind the 
wall. The masonry veneer shall toe se- 
curely; attached' to- the frame- structure 
at intervals of not more than' sixteen 
(16) inches • vertically and twenty-four 
(24) inches horizontally. A sheathing 
sihall toe securely attached to .the frame- 
work of the structure back of the 
masonry veneer. 

Stucco applied to frame structures 
above the first story thereof shall have 
flashing, or other expedients adequate 
to prevent penetration of moisture be- 
hind the stucco surface, usedi where 
necessary. Back plastering shell be re- 
quired where, sheathing is omitted.' 
Wooden sheathing when used shall, be 
of boards not; less: than one (I)' toy six 
(0) inches securely nailed -to the stud- 
ding. Metai lath used for stucco base 
shall toe expanded metal lath weighing 
not. less than ; three . and four-tenths 
(3v4) pounds per square yard or wire 
lath woven or welded end not lighter 
than numlber nineteen CN°. 18) gauge. 
Where hack plastering construction is 
used the .plaster shall toe of sufficient 
thickness to extend tonrffk at least one- 
fourth .(%)/. of an.?inch between ■ the

Dead loads shall consist of the weight 
of; the wails; floors, roofs, and- parti- 
tions. .lave loads shaUincaude all toad* 
except dead loads.

ings shall toe designed- to support their 
own weight and the portion of the live 
load on floor or roof which they carry. 
In computing the dead load the weights 
of various construction materials shall 
be assumed as follows:

Roofs having a rise of four (4) 
inches or less per foot shall toe propor- 
tioned for a vertical load of thirty (30; 
pounds per square foot of horizontal 
projection applied to any or all slopes. 
With a .rise of more than four (4) 
inches and less than twelve (12) inches 
per foot a vertical live load of twenty 
(20) pounds on the horizontal projec- 
tion shall toe assumed. If the rise ex- 
ceeds twelve (12) inches per foot pro- 
vision shall be made for a wind force 
acting in a normal direction on one 
slope at a time of fifteen (15) pounds 
per sipping square foot. 

Plaster on wood or metal lath must 
be applied in conformity with good 
practice. Where wood lath is used it 
shall toe attached to at least three (3) 
supports with toroken joints at least 
every eighth- lath. Piaster on wood or 
metal lath or on other materials which 
support the plaster by' keying shall be 
not less than .two-coat work and at 
least five-eighth (%) of an inch thick. 
Plaster on masonry surfaces, plaster 
board, or on other materials which do 
not support the plaster toy keying may 
be one-coat work tout shall toe of suffi- 
cient thickness to cover the surface am- 
ply and to correct all uneyenness. 

No timber, except inside lintels, and 
no nailing ihlocks longer than eight (8) 
inches 'horizontally or nearer together 
than 'two (2) feet, shall toe built into 
any masonry wall.' 

Article XVI II. 

Additional Requirements for Buildings 

Other Than Dwellings. 

In all ibuildings hereafter erected, ex- 
cept private dwellings, which are used 
aibove the first floor for business pur- 
poses or for public assemblage, or for 
any purpose 'whatever if over three (3) 
stories high, the stair shafts shall be 
separately and continuously enclosed 
toy incombustible partitions". Elevator 
shafts in ail buildings hereafter erected 
shall toe enclosed in the same manner. 
The partitions shall toe constructed of 
■brick or other fire-resiative material ap-. 
proved toy the Building Inspector and" 
the Chief of Fire Department. No 
such partition shall toe less than four 
(4) inches thick. Except as herein 
stated, the stair, elevator, or hoistwuy 
shafts in all existing buildings over 
two (2) stories high, in which consid- 
erable numbers of people work or are 
iihtole to assemble, shall be separately 
enclosed toy incombustible partitions as 
above specified ; or the shafts may be 
enclosed toy. approved hollow or solid 
partition 'blocks not less than three (3) 
inches thick, or toy 'four (4) inch wood 
stud partitions, covered on each side 
with hot less than three-fourths (%) 
of an inch/ of Portland cement or gyp- 
sum plaster on metal lath; or toy two 
(2) inch solid metal lath and Portland 
cement plaster partitions. The metal 
framework of such partitions shall be 
securely fastened to tooth .floor and. ceil-' 
ing. Metal lath used, for sueh parti- 
tions shall toe of galvanized steel weigh- 
ing not less than fifty-four (54) ounces 
per square yard. Wire lath shall oe 
not less than No. 20 gauge, and sheet 
metal lath not less itlian No. 24 gauge. 
All such'; partitions 'erected in existing ' 
buildings shall toe fire-stopped with in- 
cotnibustible material the full depth of 
the floor beams at each floor level. All 
door openings in stair anil elevator en- 
closure* shall toe protected by fire doors 
mounted . • with wrought iron or steel 
hardware, and shall toe securely attach- 
ed, to the wall or .partition, or to sub- 
stantial incombustible frames /anchored 
thereto; £f glass- panels be used in' 
such doors, they shall.be of .wired glass 
not exceeding seven" hundred and twen- 
ty (720) square inches art area. Interior 
shaft 'windows shall not toe permitted. 
.Doora opening : into stairway shafts 
■hall- «wing in the '-diteotion of exit 
travel/shell ,'toe salf^oslng*; and «hall 
be at least thirty ;(30) inches wide. The 



enclosure walls for all elevator shafts 
shall extend at least three (■•) feet 
above 1he roof, and at -leujt three- 
fourths (%) of the area Shall be cov- 
ered with a skylight. If in the opinion 
of the Building Inspector and the 
Chief of 'the Fire Department it is 
necessary to preserve an open elevator 
or hoistwny an existing buildings, the 
floor openings through which they pass 
shall be equipped with automatically 
closing trap doors not less than one 
and one-half (1%) inches .thick-, made 
of two thicknesses of matched boards, 
covered on the under side with tin; the 
trap doors -'When closed shall extend be- 
yond the openings on nil sides. Such 
trap doors shall toe protected by a sub- 
stantial guard or gate, which shall be 
kept closed at all times except when in 
actual uso. 

Whore a stairway, elevator, or dumb- 
waiter shaft extends through the roof 
and is covered toy n skylight, tho sky- 
light shall be constructed with incom- 
bustible frame and sash, glazed with 
ordinary thin glass, and shall be pro- 
tected toy a galvanized steel wire 
screen with a mesh not exceeding one 

(1) inch, and the wire not smaller than 
No. 12 gauge. The screen shall have 
metal supports and toe placed not less 
than six (6) inches above the skylight. 
Instead of a skylight, ft window may 
be placed in the side of the shaft above 
the roof which is farthest removed 
from a property line. The window 
shall have incombustible frame and 
sash, and toe glazed with thin glass. 

In every touilding hereafter erected 
or altered all walls or partitions form- 
ing interior light or vent shafts shall 
be bnilt in accordance with the re- 
quirements for stair and elevator shafts 
in new 'bulldingx <is specified in Sec- 
tion 02. The walls of dumb-waiter 
shafts, except those in dwellings which 
extend only one (1) story above the 
basement or ■ cellar, shall be of firo- 
resistive construction, and shall toe not 
less than three (3) inches thick if con- 
structed of toriek, hollow or solid par- 
tition blocks, or of steel or wood stud- 
ding anil metal lath with %-inch of 
Portland cement plaster on each side; 
or a two (2) inch solid metal lath and 
Portland cement plaster wall may be 
permitted, if securely anchored at each 
floor. The material and method of con- 
struction to toe as specified' for stair 
and elevator shafts in existing build- 
ings in Section 02. Where a dumb- 
waiter shaft does not extend through 
the roof, the top of the shaft shall be 
of fire-resistive construction of tho 
same thickness as the walls of tho 
shaft. All openings in dumb-waiter 
shafts shall toe protected toy fire doors 
mounted in incombustible frames se- 
curely anchored to the walls. The Walls 
of all light and vent shafts hereafter 
erected shall extend .not less than three. 
C-pjtf eet/otoovevvtike rtjo^eAteljisxeep^ 
That when" a shaft' is covefed'toy an in- 
combustible ventilating skylight, the 
walls need not extend anore than two 

(2) feet above the roof. Masonry walls 
shall be properly coped; When metal 
louvers are used for ventilating pur- 
poses, the louvers or slats shall be 
riveted to the metal frame. 

In every building hereafter erected, 
except in ,privafe dwellings, each floor 
area above the first shall be provided 
with at least two (2) means of egre+s 
remote from each other, one of which 
shall toe an enclosed stairway as pro- 
vided in Section 02 or a doorway- in a 
tire wall leading to another floor area 
separately provided -with Adequate 
stairs or other independent means of 
exit. Such doorway serving as .in 
emergency exit in a fire wall shall be 
protected by an automatic and self- 
closing fire door. No portion of any 
floor area shall be more than one hun- 
dred (100) feet from a place of egress. 
Elevators shall not be considered as a 
required means of egress as specified, in 
this section. Except in dwellings, no 
required" stairway shall be less than 
fortyyfonr ..(44) inches, wide, and in all 
public iSuildings the total Width of exit 
doorways leading therefrom shall' at 
least toe- equal to the total width of 
bhe stairways which they serve. The 
total width of stairway, interior and 
exterior, -provided-, for the occupancy of 
each floor and those above, shall toe not 
less than 'forty-four (44) inches for 
the first fifty (50) persons, and twelve 
(12) inches for each additional fifty 
(5(1) persons to toe accommodated there- 
by. The., stair treads shall toe not less 
than nine and one-half (9%) inches 
wide, and the risers not more than 
seven and three-quarters (7%) inches 
high. Winders in such required stair- • 
ways are prohibited. Every school, 
hospital and theatre, Over one (1) 
»tory high, shall have at least two (2) 
stairways constructed entirely of in- 
combustible material, located remote ' 
from each other and continuous from 
grade line to the topmost story.

CHAPTER HI. 

PENALTIES AND REPEALERS. 

Article I. 

Penalties. 

Any building or portion of a build- 
ing, or party or foundation wall here- 
after erected' or placed upon any lot 
or premises within eaid Borough of 
Narberth in violation of the provisions 
of this ordinance is hereby declared a 
common nuisance, and the owner of the 
ground or the builder, upon twenty- 
four (24) hours' notice personally serv- 
ed upon him or them, or a like notice 
being posted upon said building, in 
case personal service cannot be made 
within said Borough, shall proceed to 
remove the said building within the 
next forty-eight (48) hours beyond the 
Borough limits, or proceed to take 
down the same within that time, and in 
the event, of his or their refusal or 
neglect so to do the Chief Burgess, or 
in case of his absence, or failure to 
act, the Borough Council shall forth- 
with proceed to have the said building 
removed as a common nuisance, the 
necessary expense of which shall be col- 
lected from the owner of said building 
or lot, as other debts are by law col- 
lected. Provided, That if the owner 
of such building shall refuse or neglect 
to remove the materials of which the 
building may be composed after the 
same has been deposited in some con- 
venient place for the space of twenty- 
four (24) hours after notice so to do, 
the said materials shall be sold at pub- 
lic sale after six (6) days toy not less 
than ten (10) printed bills posted in 
the vicinity, and the proceeds thereof 
l>aid into the Borough Treasury for the 
use of the owner of such building or
